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Davidson continuing, 
"And just because a com¬ 
plaint comes in doesn't 
mean it's true. An investi¬ 
gation is to verify and take 
disciplinary action, or ex¬ 
onerate and dismiss the 
charges, but I have no in¬ 
tentions of ignoring any 
complaint or concern.” 

The city equipment in 
question is the city vehicle 
issued to Pock for city re¬ 
lated purposes only. 

Steve defends his 
record of service to the city 
and says that there is no 
proof of any allegations. 

"There are no com¬ 
plaints on file. Sure, there 
may be people who aren't 
happy with me. It's my Job 
to enforce the building 
code. There are bound to 
be people who aren't my 
friends- homeowners, con¬ 
tractors, who have to 
spend big money if con¬ 
struction doesn't meet 
code. But my file is clean 
and I am unable to face an 
accuser" said Pock. 

Davidson says that 
Pock should not be 
alarmed. 

"I am not looking for 
Steve to be terminated nor 
is any disciplinary action 
scheduled." stated David¬ 
son after the council had 
met on the issue. "My goal 
is to have a rewarding and 
challenging experience, to 
have him be a part of the 
team. I provide the re¬ 
sources, direction and fo¬ 
cus." 

To facilitate focus and 
direction, Davidson met 
with Pock on May 6 to dis¬ 
cuss the daily work sched¬ 
ule and respon'ihilitie-' 
The results of the meeting 
were put in a memoran¬ 
dum that the Sierra Madre 
News has made available 
to it's readers. 

As stated in the memo¬ 
randum, Davidson feels 
the guidelines will provide 
quality customer service, 
improve communications 
and better define Pock's 
role as the building offi¬ 
cial. 

"The building depart¬ 
ment was a concern that 
was identified under the 
McCrea, Joyce and Martin 
administrations. I believe 
all addressed those con¬ 
cerns and I made a consci¬ 
entious decision to address 
this issue." said Davidson. 

Steve says the guide¬ 
lines are too restrictive and 
will not help him do a bet¬ 
ter job. 

"I have the whole build¬ 
ing department on my 
shoulders. I run the 
counter from 8 to 11 then 
I go out to meet my ap¬ 
pointments. It's difficult 
for me to plan a break 
when I'm at the counter.

The purpose of this memo is to provide an 
overview of our meeting of May 6,1997. On 
this date, I requested that you meet with Dav¬ 
id Cain, Assistant City Administrator/Director 
of Financial Services and myself to discuss 
your daily work schedule and associated re¬ 
sponsibilities. At the end of our conversation, 
we agreed on the following: 

'* Your city assigned vehicle is not to leave 
the Sierra Madre city limits without prior au¬ 
thorization from the City Administrator or the 
Assistant City Administrator. In addition, this 
same vehicle will be equipped with City of Si¬ 
erra Madre seals on either side of the vehicle. 
It should be noted that the seals are being 
placed on the vehicle to improve customer 
service, your ability to complete your associ¬ 
ated job responsibilities and properly iidehtify.

'* Your current schedule provides for a 15' 
minute work break in the morning, a one hour 
lunch period (unpaid) and a 15 minute work 
break in the afternoon. Please note that the 
morning break should be taken between^ a.m. 
and 10 a.m.; lunch hour from 12 noon until. 1 
p.m. and the afternoon break between 2 jp.m. 
and 3 p.m. Please note that if you’det^inpine 
that you need to adjust your assigned lunch 
period to better meet the needs of the cdmini)- 
nity or for a personal reason, you are welcomed 
to do so. However, prior to adjusting your 
lunch hour you are responsible for reporting 
any adjustment to your lunch hour i6 the City 
Administrator and/or the Assistant City Ad¬ 
ministrator.

The First Trail Race 
1908-R&K Photo Found: 
One of the purposes in re¬ 
storing The Trail Inn as a 
Museum and Mountain 
Learning Center is to col¬ 
lect and display photos 
about the history of the 
Mountains. A recent nev¬ 
er before published photo 
was found by Charley 
Chantry’s granddaughter. 
This picture relates to the 
first Mount Wilson Trail 
Race. 

Thanks To Patsy Fran¬ 
klin: About one year ago 
Patsy Franklin (Charley 
Chantry’s granddaughter) 
came to a historic slide 
presentation about the 
Mountains. It was then we 
learned that Charley 
Chantry had relatives liv¬ 
ing in this area. Patsy 
Franklin has some unusu¬ 
al mountain memorabilia 
that had been passed down 
to her including Charley 
Chantrys gold pan, his 
hunting rifle, his Bible and 
other belongings. She 
found a number of photos 
relating to the early histo¬ 
ry of the Sierra Madre 


mountains. With the fa¬ 
mous Mount Wilson Trail 
Race coming up Patsy 
agreed to publish on of 
Charley Chantry’s photos. 

At first glace - This 
photo doesn’t look like 
much: Actually at second 
glance it doesn’t look like 
much until you turn the 
photo over and read the 
inscription on the back 


which identifies the names 
of “Who’s Who” of the 
mountain of 1908. The 
photo was taken at the foot 
of the Mount Wilson Trail 
about where Lizzie’s Trail 
Inn is located now. This 
was the start-finish line of 
the first Trail race. 

Eugene Estoppey is the 
athlete in the USC Jersey: 
After some research it was 


determined that this pic¬ 
ture matched a family pho¬ 
to of Roy Estoppey’s un¬ 
cle. He has a photo that 
shows his distant uncle 
with this same USC sweat¬ 
er. “Uncle” Eugene Es¬ 
toppey apparently was the 
local favorite to win the*' 
first “Mount Wilson Trail 
Race of 1908. It looks like 
Patsy Franklin has found a

QUESTION; Recently, the brake 
lights and rear turn signal lights in my 
mini-van stopped working. I replaced one 
bulb, but that didn't help. I asked a me¬ 
chanic to look for a short or wiring prob¬ 
lem. He said that only the bulbs needed' 
to be replaced and he did that. The lights 
work fine now. Is it possible that all the 
lights could have gone out simultaneous¬ 
ly, or do you think there is still a wiring, 
problem. The van has about 58,000 miles 
on it. - B.C. 

ANSWER; Wiring ^n't the issue if. 
replacing the bulbs corrected the prob¬ 
lem. It is possible that due to age the bulbs 
burned out at about the same time. Also, 
a surge of electricity from an inter- 
mitently faulty voltage regulator or im¬ 
proper jump start could burn out the 
bulbs. Other possibilies include corrod¬ 
ed or loose bulbs and sockets, wrong bulb 
size or damage from water leaks around 
the lens gaskets.

She was assigned 
to the Special Trial Unit in 1985 (now known as the 
major crimes unit) which is given the most complex and 
high profile cases in the office. 

Clark has tried over 20 murder cases, securing con¬ 
victions in all but one prior to the O.J. Simpson case. In 
January of 1994 Clark was promoted to Assistant Direc¬ 
tor of Central Operations/Bureau of Central Operations 
where she supervised over 200 attorneys. She then re¬ 
turned to the Special Trials Unit to resume practice as a 
trial lawyer. She resigned from her position at the Los 
Angeles, District Attorney’s Office in January, 1997.

be taught in our schools.” 

Recent surveys have indicated that 60% of 
Californian’s do not support homosexual marriage. 
Even in Hawaii, where this issue continues to rage in the 
courts and soon at the ballot box, an overwhelming 74% 
of the people oppose same-sex marriage. 

“Their extremist agenda is simply not supported by 
the people of the state of California" said Margett. “It 
is time for the members of this legislature to represent 
their districts, rather than their own personal agenda or 
political allegiances,” continued Margett. “Californians 
deserve representation and if they don’t get it, then the 
voters should hold these extremist legislators account¬ 
able” concluded Margett. Currently, 21 states have en¬ 
acted similar legislation to AB 800.

Last Sunday Pastor Ettner concluded his series of 
sermons on “Heresiies in the Church” by preaching 
about reincarnation. It is estimated that one in four 
Americans believe in this heresy. What is wrong with 
reincarnation? First, Reincarnation is not Biblical. That 
should be a red flag to us. A quick review of Scripture 
tells us that it is not only non-Biblical, but it is against 
the truths of Scripture. Reincarnation is one of man’s 
ways of trying to save oneself. The end result of the 
belief in reincarnation is not to trust in the blood of a 
savior, but to rejoice in the fact that the soul’s good 
works had finally won for itself a part with a divine 
being. 

What does God’s Word say? God’s Word totally 
rejects the notion that we are saved by our good deeds. 
Eph 2:8-9 says, For it is by grace you have been saved, 
through faith—and this not from yourselves, it is the gift 
of God—not by works, so that no one can boast. We, 
because we are by our very natures sinful and unclean, 
can not cleanse that sin away in 100 lifetimes, let alone 
just one. God’s desire for perfection is too real. God 
has told us in Scripture, that He wants us to be perfect 
as He Himself is perfect. It seems to me that consecu¬ 
tive life times would only make that worse, not better. 

God offers a far superior way to cleanse ourselves 
of all sin so that we might come into the presence of a 
perfect God. That way came through Jesus Christ, Jesus 
knew that we only had once change and that chance was 
destroyed before we ever were created by Adam and 
Eve in the garden.

What might we think would be involved in a day in 
the life of Jesus? Pastor Barney was anachronistically 
presenting to us things that daily came across His spir¬ 
itual desk. For instance, the difficulty He had in getting 
across His “new” concepts of spiritual behavior. In Mark 
2, Jesus told the multitude of this concept of new wine¬ 
skins. He pointed out that you don’t sew a patch of 
unshrunken cloth on an old garment. If you do you will 
have to suffer the consequences of sartorial disaster. 
Similarly, if one pours new wine we into old wineskins 
the wine skins will be ruined. He was asking the peo¬ 
ple to open their ears to a new message.
